Emery  representatives  met  with 
federal  mining-  officials  Tuesday  “to 
hammer  things  out”  concerning  a  plan  - 
the- company  presented  to  re-enter 
"the  mine.  Meanwhile,  hearings  con¬ 
cerning  the  recent  Wilberg  Mine  dis¬ 
aster  have  been  temporarily  sus¬ 
pended. 

Emery  officials  want  to  break  a  sea-: 
led  entrance  of  the  mine  in  which  27 
workers  died,  said  spokesnjan  Bob 
■Henri.  The  plan  to  re-enter  the  site 
has  three  major  objectives: 

—  Mining  company  officials  hope  to 
;  reduce  the  inflow  of  oxygen  and  iso¬ 
late  the  fire,  eventually  Cutting  it  off 
completely.  The  fire  is  currently 
being  fed  oxygen  through  surface 
1  cracks  in  the  ground. 

—  They  also  plan  to  resume  coal 
production  by  putting  out  the  blaze. 
According  to  Emery,  the  majority  of 
the  mine  has.  not  been  exposed  to  the 
.  fire. 

—  Recovery  of  the  bodies  of  the  27 
miners  who  died  in  the  Dec.  19  mishap 
is  the  final  objective  of  company  offi¬ 
cials.  According  to  Henri,  the  plan’s 
success  could  enable  them  to  reach 
the  bodies  before  the  fire'is  expected  • 
'  to  extinguish  itself. 

Officials  of  the  Mine  Safety  and 
Health  Administration  will  either 
.  accept,  rejector  modify  the  proposal. ' 
'•Acceptance  or  modification  of  the 
i  plan  would  prompt  the  beginning  of  a 
long,  gradual  process.

The  proposal  includes  re-entry 
through  a  portal  with  a  back-up  air 
lock,  which  crews  erected  before  all 
15  portals  'were  .sealed.  Specially 
trained  mine  workers,  licensed  by  the 
Fire  Safety  and  Health  Administra¬ 
tion,  will  build  additional  air  locks 
around  the  seals  and  then  breach 
them. 

Then,  the  seal  will  be  rebuilt  appro¬ 
ximately  200  feet  from  its  previous 
location.  The  penetrated  area  will  be 
ventilated,  and  another  air  lock  will 
be  placed  on  the  seal. 

“The  process  will  be  repeated' 
several  times  to  take  the.  seals  closer 
to  the  active  location  of  the  fire  /’Hen¬ 
ri  said.  “It  will  take  many  weeks  to 
implement.” 

Emery  officials,  if  their  request'is 
granted,  will  not  be  alone  in  the  mine.. 
MSHA  spokesman  Frank  O’Gorman 
said  if  anything  is  done  toward  open¬ 
ing  the  mine,  representatives  from 
Utah,'  United  Mine  Workers  Interna¬ 
tional  and  federal  officials  will  be  pre¬ 
sent. 

“We  don’t  want  anyone  protesting 
we  are  doing  something  surrepti¬ 
tiously.”  Although  no  official  decision 
has  been  made,  O’Gorman  said  he 
would  be  greatly  surprised  if  Emery 
is  granted  permission. 

UMWA  spokesman  Joe  Corkeoran 
said  mine  officials  are  interested 
mainly  in  retrieving  the  bodies  and 
“getting  to  the  bottom”  of  the  cause  of 
the  fire.  The  union  has  not  been  noti¬ 
fied  of  the  proposal,  he  said. 


Meese's  ethics  doubted 


Report  cites  possible  violations  of  law 


WASHINGTON  (AP).  —  Attorney  General- 
designate  Edwin  Meese  III  said  Tuesday  he  has 
met  “ethical  a.s  well  as  legal”  standards  of  conduct, 
but  a  report  made  public  at  the  insistence  of  sena¬ 
tors  concluded  that  he  may  have  violated  federal 
law.  ' 

That  finding  was  reached  by  two  attorneys  in  the 
Office  of  Government  Ethics,  but  they  were  over-  ■ 
ruled  by  the  head  of  the  office,  David  H.  Martin, 
who  was  appointed  by  President  Reagan. 

Martin  informed  the  committee  Jan.  24  that  no 
ethics  violation  by  Meese  occurred,  never  mention¬ 
ing  the  staff  report  —  which  became  known 
through  a  news  account  Monday. 

The  internal  report  by  staff  attorneys  F.  Garty 
Davis  and  Nancy  Feathers  was  made  public  as  the 
Senate  Judiciary  Committee  opened  new  hearings 
into  Meese’s  fitness  to  serve  as  attorney  general. 

Last  year,  the  committee .  dropped  action  on 
Reagan’s  nomination  of  his  longtime  associate  after 
independent  counsel  Jacob  A.  Stein  was  appointed 
to  investigate  allegations  concerning  Meese’s  finan¬ 
cial  dealings  with  associates  who  later  won  federal 
jobs.  V 

Stein  said  there  was  no  grounds  to  prosecute 


Meese.  But  Davis,  and  Feathers  drew  a  different 
conclusion  when  they  went  Over  his  thick  report. 

They/concluded  that  Meese  may  have  violated 
federal  statutes  “prohibiting  a -  federal  employee 
from  accepting  a  gift  from  any  other  federal  em¬ 
ployee  receiving  less,  pay  than  himself.”  / 

That  was  in  reference  to  the  financial  aid'  Meese 
got  from  John  R.  McKean,  who  arranged  two  loans 
totaling  $60,000  to  Meese  in  June  and  . December 
1981.  In  October-1981,  McKean,  who  was  Meese’s 
accountant,  ,  was  nominated  to  a  seat  on  the  U.S. 
Postal  Board  of  Governors. 

“Mr.  Meese  should  not  have  participated  when 
Mr.  McKean  came  before  the  senior  staff  for 


Board  of  Governors,”  the  Davis-Feathers  report 
said.  “He  had  a  financial  interest  in  the  matter.” 

The  report  also  cited  adelay  in  interest  payments 
to  McKean  and  “the  appearance  of  impropriety  cre¬ 
ated  by  his  (Meese’s)  activities.”  " 

Davis  and  Feathers  also  said  there  was  “an 
appearance  problem”  with  theehelp  Meese  re¬ 
ceived  from  Thomas  J.  Barrack  Jr.,  in  the  sale  of 
Meese’s  I.aMesa.  Calif.,  home.  Barrack  later  was 


appointed  to  a  high  Interior  Department  post. 

Meese  contended  before  the  senators  at  his,  con¬ 
firmation  hearing  that  Stein’s  report  last  year  “left 
.  no  stone  unturned”-  in  investigating  his  behavior 
and  informing  senators  about  his  conduct. 

In  response  to  the  demands  of  some  senators, 
Committee  Chairman  Strom  Thurmond,  R-S.C., 
and  ranking  Democrat  Joseph  R.  BidenJr.  of  Dela¬ 
ware  wrote  to  the  Office,  of  Government  Ethics 
insisting  on  release  of  the  internal  Davis-Feathers 
report.  At  dusk,  the  office  handed  out  copies  to 
reporters.

Girls  school  stays  in  Edgemont

The  Heritage  Schopl  for  Girls  won  a 
major  battle  in  its  fight  against  Pro¬ 
vo’s  Edgemont  residents  when  the 
Provo  Municipal  Council  decided  not 
to  make  a  zoning  bylaw  retroactive. 
The  bylaw  would  have  -forced 
school  officials  to  take  their  case  to  a 
public  hearing,  which  could  have 
jeopardized  their  building  permit 
approved  in  September. 

Last  week’s  decision  has  paved  the 
way  for  the  construction  of  the  year- 
round  private  school  for  girls;  “Con¬ 


struction  should  begin  in  three  to  four 
weeks,”  said  Glen  Overton,  the  de¬ 
veloper  of  the  school.  ;  .  - 

The  controversy  surrounding  the 
school  centered  around  its  similarity 
to  Provo  Canyon  Boys’  School,  which 
is  a  correctional  school  for  boys.  Over- 
ton  said,  “We  will  not  be  admitting’ 
adjudicated  children.” 

Many  of  the  Edgemont  residents 
were  concerned  with  the  type  of  facil¬ 
ity  Overton  was  bringing  into  their 
community.  “We' feel  overburdened 
with  these  type  of  facilities, ’’  said  one 
resident  who  asked  not  to  be  identi¬ 
fied.  The  Edgemont  area  is  the  home 


•for  the  boys’  school  and  a  proposed 
.private  •psychiatric,  care  facility.  , 

“We  are  going  , to  have  a  highly 
accredited  school,  which  will  allow 
students  to  complete  two  years  of  in¬ 
struction  in  one  12-month  period,” 
Overton  said.  Dr.  Henry  Isaksen,  for¬ 
mer  dean  of  .  students  at  Rick’s  Col¬ 
lege,  will  be  the  principal  at  the  new 
school;  he  said. 

“We  Will  have  a  one-to-12  teacher- 
to-student  ratio,”  said  Overton.  “We 
will  have  much  better  control  over 
our  students  than  Timpview  or  Provo 
High,”  he  added. 

The  heritage  school  will  have  an  ini¬ 


tial  enrollment  of  40  students,  and  ex¬ 
pects  to  have  more  than  200  in  three 
years,  he  added.  Overton  said  stu¬ 
dents  will  be  provided  a  variation  of 
educational,  behaviorial  and  voca¬ 
tional  training. 

Councilman  Keith  Roos  said,  “That 
council’s  decision  was  based  on  the 
city  attorney’s  advice  that  they  would 
be  on  shakey  ground  if  they  decided  to 
make  the  bylaw  retroactive.”  Roos 
also  said  he  felt  the  location  for  the 
school  is  the  best  area  available. 

Overton  said  reaction  from  resi¬ 
dents  since  Wednesday’s  decision  has 
been  somewhat  more  favorable  than 
before.  . 


ASBYU  officer  resigns 

student  defender  post

ASBYU  Head  Student  Defender, 
Wesley  Walker,  resigned  from  his 
position  Tuesday  for  personal 
reasons. 

Walker  said,  “I  greatly  appreciate 
the  opportunities  for  growth  and  ser¬ 
vice  which  this  position  has  offered 
me,  however,  for  personal  reasons  I 
will  not  be  able  to  continue  in  this 
capacity  any  longer. 

“Part  of  the  reason  for  my  resigna¬ 
tion  is  that  I  do  not  get  paid  for  what  I 
do.”  . 

There  are  only  two  appointed  posi¬ 
tions  in  ASBYU  besides  Head  Stu¬ 
dent  Defender  that  do  not  get  paid. 
These  positions,  which  are  only  sea¬ 
sonal,  are  Homecoming  Committee 
Chairman  and  Elections  Committee 
Chairman.  “My  job  is  all  year  long.  I. 
have  been  working  for  eight  months 
without  compensation,”  said  Walker. 

“A  lot  of  the  problem  is  time,”  said 
Mark  Asplund,  ASBYU  Attorney 
General,  “I  was  Head  Student  Defen¬ 
der  last  year.  It  is  a  thankless  job  for 
the  number  of  hours  you  put  in.” 

“Part  of  it  is  time,”  agreed  Walker, 
“but  that  is  not  the  whole  reason  (for 
the  resignation).  I  cannot  say  any¬ 
thing  because  I  do  not  want  any  bad 
feelings.” 

Asplund  said  the  history  of  the 
position  shows'  that'  a  Head  Student 
Defender  usually  does  hot  remain  in

the  position  a  whole  year.  Usually 
two  people  serve  in  the  position  at 
different  times  during  the  year.  ’ 
The  responsibilities  of  the  Head 
Student  Defender,  Asplund  said,  in¬ 


clude  managing  an  office  that  is  equal 
in  size  to  one  of  the  vice  president’s 
offices  on  the  floor.  There  are  courts 
everyday  that  must  be  manned  and 
briefs  to  be  written.  “It  is  a  constant 
drain  on  a  person’s  time-,”  he  said. 

Rob  Miller,  ASBYU  president,  ' 
said,  “Wes  conveyed  to  me  that  the 
problem  is  mostly  time.  It  is  the  most 
demanding  unpaid  position  in 
ASBYU.  For  the  past  two  or  three 
years  the  council  has  tried  to  compen¬ 
sate  the  Head  Student  Defender  be¬ 
cause  it  is  so  time  consuming,  but  so 
far  there  has  been  no  remuneration. 

“No  one  knew  that  he  would  be  res¬ 
igning.  He  told  me  he  had  talked  to  his 
parents  about  the  conflict  between  his 
schooling  and  his  commitment  to  stu¬ 
dent  government,  but  he  did  not 
council  with  everyone  here,”  he  said. 

“When  it  comes  down  to  school  and 
ajob  up  here  (ASBYU),  school  wins.  I 
am  not  receiving  any  compensation 
for  this  work,”  Walker  said. 

“He  did  an  excellent  job,”  Miller 
said.  “I  am  sorry  to  see  him  go,  but  I 
understand  his  situation.  He  has  indi¬ 
cated  that  he  still  wants  to  be  in¬ 
volved,  which  I  appreciate.  He  has 
done  good  work  on  the  floor.” 

Asplund  said  that  applications  are 
being  accepted  in  the  Attorney 
General’s  Office  forthe  position.  “We. 
will  try  to  have  someone  by  the  end  of 
next  week.  In  the  meantime,  Wes  has 
some  good  people  to  carry  us 
through.”  . 


Suspected  killers'  trial 
draws  nearer  to  close 


Polish  state  asks  for  25-year  sentences

Chief  Prosecutor  Leszek  Pietrasinski,  in  closing  argu¬ 
ments  for  the  state,  said  Capt.  Grzegorz  Piotrowski’s  two 
subordinates  were  manipulated  into  taking  part  in  the 
slaying  of  the  Rev.  Jerzy  Popieluszko.  'He  said  the  two 
lieutenants  should  be  sentenced  to  25  years  in  prison,  but 
that  their  lives  be  spared. 

Execution  in  Poland  is  by  hanging. 

The  prosecutor  accused  the  fourth  officer  charged  in  the 
killing,  Col.  Adam  Pietruszka,  of  conceiving  and  planning 
the  attack  and  asked  the  court’s  five  judges  to  sentence 
him  to  a  25-year  prison  term. 

Piotrowski  appeared  stunned  as  the  prosecutor  spoke. 
He  supported  his  head  in  his  hands,  then  threw  his  body 
into  his  chair,  leaned  back  and  stared  ahead.  Tears 
streamed  down  the  face  of  his  subordinate,  Lt.  Leszek 
Pekala,  and  Lt.  Waldemar  Chmielewski  buried  his  head  in 
his  lap.  Pietruszka  listened  impassively. 

The  prosecution’s'final  arguments  came  on  the  22nd  day 
/of  the  trial  in  this  northern  Polish  city  near  where 
Popieluszko  was  abducted  and  slain  Oct.  1,9.  The  decision 
by  a  Communist  government  to  conduct  a  public  trial  of 
security  police  in  the  death  of  a  dissident  wds  also  unpre¬ 
cedented. 

Pietrasinski  said  the  testimony  in  the  trial  had  shown 
the  killing  was  an  isolated  act  that  damaged  the  reputation 
of  the  Interior  Ministry  and  did  not  have  high-level  minis¬ 
try  support.  The  ministry  controls  all  Polish  police. 


But  he  told  the  court  that  the  trial  hdd  neither  “con¬ 
firmed  nor  excluded  the  existence  of  instigators.” 

“Perhaps  we  are  talking  here  about  specific  persons,  but 
one  thing  is  certain,  the  higher-ups  are  not  in  the  Interior 
Ministry,”  Pietrasinski  said. 

He  said  the  possible  instigators  perhaps  are-  people 
either  inside  or  outside  the  Polish  government  who  oppose 
the  policies  of  Polish  leader  Gen.  Wojciech  Jaruzelski. 

Pietrasinki’s  remarks  seemed  to  indicate  that  no  other 
officials  would  be  charged,  but  left  open  the  possibility  of 
changes  in  the  governement  or  Communist  Party  lead¬ 
ership. 

Authorities  issued  10  passes  to  Western  correspondents 
to  attend  the  trial  but  denied  access  to  The  Associated 
Press.  Reporters  in  the  courtroom  provided  the'  AP  with 
their  notes  and  the  AP  has  protested  its  exclusion  from  the 
trial. 

Piotrowski,  33,  and  Lts.  Chmielewski,  29,  and  Pekala, 
32,  were  charged  with  kidnapping  and  murdering  the 
popular  priest  who  was  an  outspoken  supporter  of  the 
Solidarity  trade  union. 

Pietruszka  was  charged  with  aiding  and  abetting  them. 
The  charges  carry  a  maximum  sentence  of  death  and  a 
minimum  penalty  of  eight  years  in  prison. 

On  Wednesday,  the  court  is  expected  to  hear  final  argu¬ 
ments  from  Roman  Catholic  lawyers  acting  as  auxiliary 
prosecutors,  followed  by  summations  from  the  defen¬ 
dant’s  lawyers. 
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Bill  to  recode 
liquor  laws  passed 

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  The 
Utah  Senate  voted  19-3  Tuesday  to 
pass  3  bill  calling  for  recodification  of 
the  state’s  restrictive  liquor  laws, 
even  though  all  29  senators  are  co¬ 
sponsoring  the  measure. 

The  bill  passed  with  no  debate,  and 
seven  senators  who  were  absent  did 
not  vote.  The  three  senators  who 
voted  against  the  bill  feel  the  Senate 
did  not  spend  enough  time  examining 
the  bill.  But  before  the  tally  was 
taken,  the  senators  amended  the  me¬ 
asure  to  include  a  provision  that 
would  prohibit  bars  from  selling  beer 
to  intoxicated  customers. ' 

The  existing  law  bans  sale  of  liquor 
to  anyone  thought  to  be  drunk,  but 
does  not  mention  beer. 

Sen.  Warren  E.  Pugh,  R-Salt 
Lake,  the  chief  sponsor,  said  recodi¬ 
fication  is  necessary  because  there 
has  not  been  an  update  of  the  liquor 
laws  for  16  years.  Also,  there  have 
been  court  rulings  necessitating 
adjustments  of  the  code. 

Restaurant  patrons  will  be  allowed 
to  purchase  full  bottles  of  wine  rather 


offerred. 

Private  club  licenses  will  remain  li¬ 
mited  at  165,  while  restaurant 
licenses  will  be  increased  to  183,  up 
13,  due  to  .population  changes. 

Automation  helps 
IRS  and  taxpayers 

WASHINGTON  ( AP)  —  Thanks  to 
automation,  chances  of  cheating  the 
Internal  Revenue  Service  are 
worsening,  but  taxpayers  will  find  it 
easier  to  determine  if  a  refund  check 
is  in  the  mail. 

The  tax  collecting  agency  this  year 
expects  to  be  able  to  match  nearly  100 
percent  of  all  income-earned  state¬ 
ments  with  names,  Social  Security 
numbers  and  addresses  on  tax  re¬ 
turns.  That  should  make  it  more  diffi¬ 
cult  to  avoid  taxes  by  riot  reporting 
interest,  dividends,  state  tax  refunds 
and  other  non-wage  income. - 

And  if  10  weeks  pass  and  you  still 
haven’t  received  your  tax  refund,  you 
will  be  able  to  dial  a  telephone  number 
on  c.  push-button  phone,  punch  in 
your  Social  Security  number,  and  a 
computer  will  tell  you  about  the 


Chilean  policemen 
executed  at  dawn 

QUILLOTA,  Chile  (AP)  —  Firing 
squads  executed  two  policemen  be¬ 
fore  dawn  Tuesday  for  10  murders 
that  one  claimed  were  ordered  by  a 
right-wing  “crime  club”  that  targeted 
opponents  of  President  Augusto 
Pinochet’s  military  rule. 

Lawyers  for  the  murder  victims’ 
families  had  joined  defense  attorneys  • 
in  fruitless  appeals  of  the  death  sent¬ 
ences,  arguing  evidence  against 
members  of  a  higher-ranking  death 
squad  would  die  with  the  two 
policemen. 

But  on  Monday,  Pinochet  closed 
the  case  by  refusing  to  grant  clemen¬ 
cy  appeals  by  the  condemned  men.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  A  man 
who  said  he  just  wanted  to  see  Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan  inaugurated  penetrated 
elaborate  Secret  Service  screening 
procedures  by  accompanying  the 
Marine  Band  into  the  White  House  on 
Jan.  20.  He  roamed  the  executive

White  House  and  Secret  Service 
spokesmen  said  the  president  was  not 
in  tthe  building  at  the  time,  but  the 
man  was  taken  into  custody  only  a  few 
paces  from  the  spot  where  Reagan 
was  sworn  in  less  than  two  hours 
later. 

The  White  House  intruder  was 
identified  as  Robert  Latta,  45,  of  De¬ 
nver,  who  told  the  press,  “Fwas  just 
going  in  to  see  the  ceremony.”

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Albert 
Shanker,  president  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Teachers,  called  for  the 
creation  of  a  tough  new  national  ex¬ 
amination  that  all  hew  teachers  would 
have  to  pass. 

Shanker,  in  an  address  at  the 
National  Press  Club,  said  his  600,000- 
member  union  would  eventually  ban 
new  teachers  from  membership  un¬ 
less  they  passed  such  an  exam,  much 
like  those  tests  that  doctors  and 
lawyers  must  pass.  He  challenged  the 
rival  National  Education  Association 
to  join  him  in 'supporting  it.

Although  he  lost  the  chance  at  what 
might  have  been  an  ^ward-winning 
photograph,  he1  never  regretted  the 
decision. 

“We  need  to  feel  right  about  our 
decisions,”  she  said.  “We  need  to 
walk  inside  ourselves  and  find  the 
strength  to  decide  for  ourselves 
what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong.”

David  Grow,  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Scenic  Canyons 
Preservation  Society,  said,  “Provo 
Canyon  has  been  neglected  for  a  long 
time,  and  we  feel  the  need  forsome 
creativity  in  improving  its  present 
conditions.” 

Bridal  Veil  Falls  made  a  request 
last  August  to  expand  its  present 
zone  to  build  an  outdoor  theater  and  a 
parking  lot.  The  request  was  turned 
down  by  the  county  planning  office 
because  of  concerns  that  the  Provo 
Canyon  highway  was  too  small  to 
accommodate  the  added  crowds  that 
would  be  drawn  to  the  expanded  re¬ 
sort. 

Jeff  Mendenhall,  the  county  plan¬ 
ning  director,  said,  “The  resort  area 
would  become  too  commercial  and  the 
highway  is  too  small  to  take  on  the 
added  crowds.” . 

The  highway  is  currently  being  ex¬ 
panded  and  the  improvement  would 
make  it  possible  to  handle  the  crowds 
drawn  by  the  expanded  Bridal  Veil 
Falls,  said  Mendenhall. 

The  Utah  County  Commissioners 
met  Monday  to  discuss  the  appeal 
made  by  Bridal  Vail  Falls  officials.

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Education  has  positive  influence 
on  religious  observance,  growth 
according  to  Y  study  on  LDS  people 


LEGAL  HASSLES?

Higher  levels  of  education  often  have  a 
positive  influence  on  levels  of  religious 
observance,  a  BYU  study  shows. 

Although  national  data  indicates  a  nega¬ 
tive  relationship  between  education  and 
religiosity,  say  sociology  researchers  Stan 
Albrecht  and  Tim  Heaton,  education 
usually  does  not  have  secularizing  influ¬ 
ence  on  members  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

From  its  very  beginning,  the  LDS 
Church  has  placed  significant  emphasis 
upon  education.  “One  result  of  this  has 
been  a  standard  of  educational  attainment 
that  is  significantly  higher  than  the  nation¬ 
al  average,”  the  report  said. 

While  increased  levels  of  education 
often  lead  to  apostasy  as  individuals  en¬ 
counter  views  that  de-emphasize  spiritual 
growth  and  elevate.scientific  and  intellec¬ 
tual  achievement,  Albrecht  said,  educa¬ 
tion’s  influence  is  usually  the  opposite 
among  LDS  people. 

Adding  to  the  growing  body  of  data  on 


the  relationship  between  increased  levels 
of  education  and  the  expression  of  reli¬ 
gious  attitudes  and  behavior,  Albrecht 
and  Heaton  surveyed  about  6,000  LDS 
Church  members  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

Of  the  LDS  males  interviewed,  34  per¬ 
cent  attended  church  once  a  week. 
However,  that  figure  increased  to  71  per¬ 
cent  for  male  college  graduates  and  80  per¬ 
cent  for  those  with  graduate  school  experi¬ 
ence. 

Responses  from  female*  church  mem¬ 
bers  ranged  from  48  percent  attendance 
for  those  with  grade  school  educations  to 
82  percent  for  those  with  college  degrees. 
“Mormons  with  no  college  are  not  excep¬ 
tionally  high  attenders,  but  Mormons  with 
college  experience  have  attendance  rates 
notably  higher  than  any  other  religious 
group,”  said  Albrecht. 

Recognizing  that  attendance  at  church 
may  occur  for  motivations  that  are  not 
strictly  religious,  the  study  investigated 
additional  expresions  of  religious  devo¬ 
tion,  including  the  payment  of  tithes, :  en¬ 
gagement  in  personal  prayer,  and  time 


spent  in  religious  study. 

As  noted  before,  the  data  indicated  a 
strong  positive  relationship  between  edu¬ 
cational  level  and  religious  behavior. 
•While  “40  percent  of  the  men  with  grade 
school  educations  report  paying  a  full  ti¬ 
thing,  this  increases  to  71  percent  of  the 
men  who  have'  had  graduate  school  train¬ 
ing,”  the  report  aid. 

Half  of  the  women  with  just  grade 
school  educations  report  a  full  tithing,  in¬ 
creasing  to  73  percent  of  those  with  a  col¬ 
lege  degree  or  post-graduate  training.  Re¬ 
sponses  on  the  personal  prayer  measures 
are  similar,  said  Albrecht. 

Men  who  have  graduated  from  college 
or  completed  post-graduate  programs  are 
more  likely  to  pray  than  men  in  lower 
levels  of  education.  For  women,  “the  two 
groups  that  are  most  likely  to  report  daily 
prayer  are  women  who  have  completed 
college  and  those  with  grade  school  educa¬ 
tions,”  Albrecht  sid. 

,  “Overall,  higher  levels  of  education  sup¬ 
port  rather  than  obstruct  or  discourage 
religiosity  for  Mormons,”  said  Albrecht.

CIUDAD  GUAY  ANA, Venezuela  (AP)  —  In  the 
blazing  heat  of  Venezuela’  industrial  interior,  Pope 
John  Paul  II  condemned  the  exploitation  of  work¬ 
ers  and  “dehumanizing”  effects  of  technology  Tues¬ 
day  in  a  farewell  speech  before  going  to  Ecuador. 

“Work  exists  for  man,  but  man  is  not  to  be  the 
slave  of  tthe  achine  of  technology,”  he  declared. 

In  his  homily,  the  pope  declared  that  the  church 
stands  beside  the  worker,  and  spoke  out  against 
social  inequities  in  the  Third  World. 

“How  long  must  man  and  the  men  of  the  Third 
World  put  up  unjustly  with  the  primacy  of  the 
economic-based  processes  over  the  inviolable  hu¬ 
man  rights  and,  in  particular,  the  rights  of  workers 
and  their  families?”  the  pope  inquired  of  the  excited 
crowds. 

John  Paul  criticized  what  he  called  the  disprop¬ 
ortionate  differences  innsocial  positions  and  salar¬ 
ies  in  the  developing-world.

‘A  smoke  detector  in  every  home,”  a  program 
funded  through  a  Federal  Block  Grant,  provides 
battery  powered  smoke  detectors  and  home  safety 
surveys  for  low  income  students,  families  and  the 
elderly,  said  Darrell  Barney,  assistant  fire  chief. 

The  federal  government  has  given  approval  for 
the  distribution  of  the  detectors  to  all  applicants 
who  live  within  a  specified  area  of  Provo’ and  are 
within  certain  income  levels,  said  Barney.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  two-member  families  may  have -an  annual 
income,  of  up  to  $14,700  and  still  qualify  for  the 
service,  he  said.  The  approximate  boundaries  are 
University  Parkway  (the  diagonal),  900  East,  1300 
West  and  1500  South.  For  specific  information,  re¬ 
garding  income  levels  and  exact  area  boundaries, 
applicants  should  contact  the  Provo  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment. 

“Smoke  detectors  are  a  feature  we  want  to  pro¬ 
vide,”  said  Barney.  Detectors  are  an-early  warning 
system  designed  to  help  save  lives,  not  necessarily 
prevent  property  damage.  However,  from  the  time 
a  fire  starts  until  the  time  it  is  is  extinguished, 
there  is  a  15  percent  property  damage  increase  for 
each  minute  of  delay,  he  said. 

Each  detector  comes  with  instructions  on  in¬ 
stallation  and  maintenance,  safety  tips  and  a  three- 
year  warrantee.  A  disclaimer  agreement,  given  to 
applicants,  states  if  any  mechanical  problems  with 
the  smoke  detectors  should  arise,  Provo  City  is  not 
liable.  The  manufacturer  will  accept  responsibility 
and  problems  should  be  directed  to  them,  said 
Barney. 

The  Fire  Department  currently  has  500  smoke 
detectors  they  hope  to  distribute  in  the  near  future > 
said  Barney.  Those  who  feel  they  may  qualify 
should  come  to  the  main  station, 'located'  at  8CFW“; 
300  South  in  Provo.  A  form  and'tnfe.sffipke  detects 
will  be  issued.there,  he  said.

Spectators  can  be  blamed  for  few  problems  in 
athletics,  but  BYU  basketball  fans  must  accept 
responsibility  for  one  such  trouble  — not  filling  the 
Marriott  Center  for  the:  men’s  games.  . 

Attendance  for  this  year’s  hoop  contests  is  down 
drastically  from  past  years.  For  the  first  half  of  the 
1983-84  season  attendance  averaged  21,472,  but  for 
the  first  seven  games  of  this  season  the  average 
number  of  fans  in  the  Marriott  Center  was  15,816 
per  game  —  it  has  a  capacity  for  22,700.  With  any 
mathematical  ability  it’s  easy  to  figure  that  makes 
almost  7,000  empty  seats  per  game. 

There  are  probably  many  causes  for  this  alarm¬ 
ing  decrease  in  attendance,  but  a  majority  of  people 
have  pointed  to  the  dismal  start  the  Cougars  ex¬ 
perienced.  Early  on  they  were  1-4, -which' included 
losses  to  instate  rivals  Utah  State  and  Weber 
State. 

That  could  be  one,  excuse  for  not  attending,  but 
the  Cougars  have  since ‘turned  it  around.  They 
currently  have  a  five-game  winning  streak  and  are 
tied  for  second  place  in  the  WAC.  The  Cougars  are 
in  good  position  to  win  the  conference  and  host  the 
WAC  tournament. 

The  BYU  cagers  hold  their  own  destiny.  The 
possibility  3till  remains  that  they  could  better  their 


record  from  a  year  ago.  The  Cougars  are  currently 
12-7  overall  and  6-2  in  the  conference  with  nine 
games  remaining  before  the  WAC  tournament.  If 
they  continue  their  winning  streak  the  end  of  the 
season  mark  could  better  last  year’s. 

BYU  guard  Marty  Perry  aptly  said  it  the  best. 
“We’re  a  good  product  now.” 

The  BYU  basketball  team  has  not  ahyavs  been  as 
successful  as  the  1980-81  Danny  Ainge  squad  that 
went  as  far  as  the  quarterfinals  in  the  NCAA  cham¬ 
pionships  that  year.  But  this  year’s  team  is  a  great 
improvement  over  the  1982-83  team  that  finished 
with  a  15-14  record. 

Even  that  team  averaged  21,224  spectators  per 
game. 

The  main  problem  this  'season  is  the  students 
have  not  been  attending  the  games.  Of  the  6,700 
tickets  allotted,  only  1,500  were  sold  to  BYU  stu¬ 
dents. 

Football  season  has  long  been  over,  and  although 
the  Cougar  cagers  aren’t  quite  up  to  winning  tloe 
NCAA  crown  like  the  BYU  gridders,  they  still 
have  been  playing  decent  basketball. 

The  football  team  was  great.  But  now  it’s  time  to 
support  basketball.  Fill  the  Marriott  Center  for  all 
the  rest  of  the  Cougars’  games  so  that  the  attend¬ 
ance  average  will  get  even  better. 

The  team’s  mediocre  record  was  an  excuse  once, 
but  no  more.  Sure,  the  Cougars’  brand  of  basketball 
.  isn’t  like  that  played  by  Georgetown  or  St.  John’s, 
but  BYU  still  has  a  pretty  good  shot  at  the  WAC 
title. 

With  more  fans  cheering  them  at  home  games  the 
chances  of  hosting  the  conference’s  post-season 
tournament  are  even  better.  Get  the  WAC  tourney 
here  by  cheering  for  the  Cougars  —  it  makes  a 
difference.

Archaeological  dig  photos 
displayed  in  ELWC  gallery 


Midday  to  feature  pianist ;  violinists

When  New  York  photographer  Karen  M.  Kern 
was  looking  for  a  unique  experience,  she  found  it  in 
the  opportunity  to  photograph  an  archaeological 
dig  in  Syria. 

Kern’s  37  photographs,  oh  display  now  through 
Feb.  9  in  the  ELWC  Gallery  303,  highlight  BYU’s 
1984  excavation  of  Tell  Qarqur,  a  56-acre  mound  in 
the  Orontes  River  Valley,  Located  in  Northwest 
Syria,  the  mound  has  so  far  been  dated  back  to 
approximately  2500  B.C. 

The  dig,  directed  by  Dr.  John  M.  Lundquist, 
assistant  professor  of  ancient  scripture  and  anthro¬ 
pology,  is  a  five  year  project  sponsored  by  BYU, 
the  American  Schools  of  Oriental  Research,  the 
Catholic  Biblical  Association  and  the  Endowment 
for  Biblical  Research.  Last  summer  was  the  second 
year  of  excavation. 

Kern’s  photographs  feature  artifacts  from  the 
dig,  workers  at  the  site,  scientific  procedures  used 
to  analyze  artifacts,  and  village  life  in  Syria  with  all 
its  interest  and  variety.  ■ 

Tell  Qarqur  bears  the  name  of  a  famous  Iron  Age 
town,  where  in  853  B.C.  a  battle  was  fought  pitting 
Assyrian  King  Shalmaneser  III  against  a  coalition 
including  King  Ahab  of  Israel.  Although  excava¬ 
tions  have  not  uncovered  evidence  relating  to  this 
event,  they  have  revealed  that  Qarqur  flourished 
as  an  important  town  in  that  period,  as  well  as  in  the 
Early  Bronze  Age  (about  2200  B.C.),  the  Middle 
Bronze  Age  (1800  B.C.),  and  during  the  Hellenistic 
and  Late  Islamic  periods  (200  B.C.  and  1400  A.D., 
respectively). 

This  archaeological  dig  was  Kern’s  first.  She  said 
it  gave  her  the  change  of  pace  she  was  looking  for  to 
diversify  her  career.  “I  chose  Tell  Qarqur  because 
it  was  the  most  attractive  and  challenging  offer  I 
received.” 

For  seven  weeks  Kern  worked  in  the  hot  sun. 
“The  wind  was  the  only  saving  grace  we  had,”  Kern 
said.  “However,' the  sand  and  dust  virtually  des¬ 
troyed  my  equipment,  and  the  heat  caused  fungus 
to  grow  all  over  my  camera  lenses.”  Kern  said  she’s 
never  had  that  problem  with  any  of  her  former 
photography  assignments.

Provo  City  firefighter  retires 
after  32  years  of  city  service

Some  people  look  at  firefighting  as  just  a  job,  but 
Carl  Loveless  looks  at  it  in  an  entirely  different 
way. 

“I  built  my  life  around  it,”  said  Loveless,  who 
recently  retired  from  the  Provo.  City  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment.  -  .  . 

Loveless,  a  fifth  generation  firefighter,  began  as 
a  volunteer  in  1952  at  the  age  of  18  and  was  hired  as 
a  full-time  firefighter  10  years  later.  He  remained 
with  the  department  for  32  years,  including  his 
volunteer  work,  arid  retired  Dec.  28,  1984. 

For  the  last  six  years,  Loveless  served  as  Provo 
City’s  fire  inspector  and  was  responsible  for  mak¬ 
ing  sure  old  and  new  businesses,  schools,  apart¬ 
ments  and  day  care  centers  passed  fire  regulations. 

According- to  his  former  secretary,  Joyce  Hat¬ 
field,  Loveless  has  spent  many  years  teaching 
emergency  medical  techniciques  and  fire  preven¬ 
tion  courses  as  a  service  to  the  community,  which  is 
a  service  still  offered  by  the  department. 

Loveless  said  in  addition  to  firefighting,  he 
spent  many  years  as  an  ambulance  driver.  The  first 
ambulance  Provo  City  had  was  actually  a  station 


wagon,  he  said. 

The  paramedic  program  was  introduced  in  1974, 
but  the  department  also  has  ambulance  service  as 
well.  Loveless  is  proud  of  the  growth  of  the  Fire 
Department  he  has  witnessed  over  the  past  32' 
years.' 

“He  was  also  in  charge  of  the  weed  abatement 
program  and  helped  rid  the  city  of  many  severe  fire 
hazards  and  life  safety  problems,”  said  Hatfield. 

-  He  helped  organize  a  program  designed  to  inform 
bus  drivers  and  students  about  bus  safety.  This 
program  received  national  recognition. 

Loveless  helped  with  the  Provo  City  annual 
third-grade  coloring  contest  to  increase  children’s 
interest  in  home  fire  prevention.  Each  third-grader 
who  entered,  Completed  a  fire  prevention  check  of 
his  home  and  then  drew  a  picture  relating  to  it. ' 
Hatfield  said  it  has  been  a  successful  program  for 
teaching  children  about  fire  prevention. 

Avid  parade  watchers  in  Provo  have  probably 
seen  Loveless  driving  the  “old  number  nine”  fire 
truck  in  community  parades  over  the  years,  said 
Loveless. 

•According  to  Hatfield,  Loveless  plans  to  spend 
time  with  his  family  and  hopes  to  serve  a  mission 
with  his  wife,  Carol,  for  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Latter-day  Saints.

Mor.e  than  2,000  crows  have  recent¬ 
ly  taken  roost  near  B  YU. 

Many  of  these  birds  have  been 
observed  in  the  trees  outside  Presi¬ 
dent  Jeffrey  R.  Holland’s  residence. 

The  crows  roost  in  Utah  County 
every  winter,  said  Dr.  Joseph  R. 
Murphy,  professor  of  zoology  at 
BYU. 

“The  crows  come  and  exploit  all  the 
garbage  and  debris  they  can  find,” 
said  Murphy.  The  birds  usually  flock 
to  drive-ins  and  grocery  store  gar¬ 
bage  bins  as  well  as  the  city  dump  to 
scrounge  for  food,  he  said. 

“People  this  year  have  noticed  that 
there  are  many  more  birds  than 
usual,  and  they  are  gathering  in  large 
flocks'  inside  the  city,  in  the  early 
evenings  to  roost,”  said  Murphy. 

“It  was  a  bizarre  thing  to  see  all 
those  crows  in  the  trees  every¬ 
where,”  said  BruceBartholomew,  a 
senior  from  Bishop,  Calif.,  majoring 
in  microbiology. 

In  the  past  the  crows  have  ro.osted 
in  the  trees  and  bushes  around  Utah 
Lake ,  but  flooding  could  be  the  reason 
the  crows  have  moved  into  the  city 
this  year,  Murphy  said. 

“The  crows  will  be  around  until  the 
end  of  February.  At  that  time  the 
seagulls  will  come  back,”  he  said. 

“Birds  go  where  the  action  is  food- 
wise.  The  real  mystery  is, where  the 
crows  go  iin  he  spring.” 

The  seagulls  come  back  in  early 
March  and  scrounge  at  the  city  dump 
apd  other  places  around  Provo,  he 
said.  The  seagull,  Utah’s  state  bird, 
only  leaves  the  state  two  to  three 
months  of  the  year. 

Crows  can  be  seen  around  5  p.m. 
near  the  Smith  Fieldhouse  tennis 
courts.

Year-round  school  proposed 
to  cope  with  crowded  classes

A  new  concept  in  year-round  schools  is  in  the  proposal  stage  at 
Orchard'  Elementary  School  in  Orem. 

Pilot  programs  have  been  a  highly  visible  part  of  Utah  educa- 
-  tion  recently  as  the  state  tries  to  cope  with  probiemsof  over¬ 
crowding.  . 

“As  far  as  we  know,  our  program  Is  the  only' one  of  its  kind  in 
the  nation,”  said  Brian  Page,  principal  of  Orchard  Elementary. 

According  to  Page,  the  proposal  has  been  in  the  planning  stage 
for  more  than  a  year.  The  proposal  was  submitted  last  June  and 
has  been  through  eight  boards  of  review  and  an  oral  defense. 

|  Under  the  program,  the  school  calendar  is  extended  to  11 
pie^|lasr  witbdiue  possible  schedules  tqr  “tracks.,  ’’  Thp 

tracks  consist  of  60  days'  of  AcKool  attendance  alternated  by  a 
15-day  vacation,  a  change  from  the  45/15  system  that  has.  been 
tried  in  Nevada  and  Utah  since  the  mid  ’70s. 

■  About  Seven  students  from  each  track  will  be  assigned  to  a 
single  teacher.  Every  three'  weeks.,  one  track  of  students  will 
return  from  vacation  as  another  leaves,  giving  the'  teacher  a 


constant  class  size  of  28  students. 

The  Orchard  model  includes  modifications  in  several  other 
areas.  Instead  of  eliminating  summer  vacations,  completely,  time 
off  is  shortened  from  three  months-tp  one. 

“This  will  allow  a  common  vacation  for  all  family  members,” 
Page  said. 

Another  benefit  of  the  plan  is  the  ability  to  handle  more  stu¬ 
dents  without  more  buildings. 

The  plan  should  enable  the  school  to  handle  25  percent  more 
■students  withexisting  facilities,  said  Page.  “For  every  four 
schools  on  this  plan,  we  save  enough  money  to  build  one  new 
building.” 

One  of  the  major  benefits  of  the  system  is  its  flexibility.  “We 
can  almost  eliminate  absenteeism  with  this  system,”  said  Page,^ 
"  "'"For example,  if  a  child  has  scarlet  feverAnd  is  out  of  school  for 
a  week  and  a  half,  we  can  temporarily  shift  him  to  another  track 
until  he  is  caught  up.” 

A  spinoff  benefit  seen  in  other  year-round  programs  is  a  de¬ 
crease  in  the  number  of  unexcused  absences,  both  in  students 
and  teachers.  “Their  general  attitude  is  also  better,”  said  Page. 


Exercise  can  help  ease  depression

Increased  physical  activity  can  often  re¬ 
verse  depression  and  self  doubt,  according 
to  a  survey  by  Dr.  John  Seggar,  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  sociology. 

Four  hundred  BYU  women  were  re¬ 
cently  asked  to  fill  out  a  questionnaire, 
rating  different  aspects  of  their  physical 
appearance.  Women  involved  in  athletic 
activity  consistently  rated  themselves 
higher  than  the  more  idle  student,  Seggar 
said.

Participants  in  the  survey  provided  in¬ 
formation  on  their  actual  height  and. 
weight.  They  were  also  asked  what  they 
would  consider  to  be  their  personal  ideal  in 
these  categories. 

“We  go  around  with  this  ideal  in  our 
head,  and  we  feel  good  or  bad  depending 
on  how  close  we  come  to  that  ideal,”  he 
said. 

Seggar  has  attempted  to  find  a  corres¬ 
ponding  change  in  how  a  woman  feels  ab¬ 
out  herself  and  the  amount  of  time  she 
devotes  to  "physical  activity.  Increasing 
exercise  often  results  in  a  remarkable 


transformation  in  the  way  the  girl  sees 
herself  and*  allows  herself  to  be  seen,  said 
Seggar.  ,  ■  .  ' 

.  However,  when  comparing  data  to  simi- j 
lar  studies  done  ih  Ohio,  Australia,  and1 
India,  BYU  .women  (the  majority  being 
LDS)  were  placed  10  percent  lower  than 
the  rest,  Seggar  noted.  The  notion  of  ulti¬ 
mate'  perfection  in  Mormon  doctrine  could 
cause  this  difference,  he  said. 

If  an  LDS  woman  finds  herself  far  from 
her  ideal,  the  principle  of  perfection  may 
interfere  with  her  ability  to  think  and  feel 
positively  even  more.
